'and  more  money  and  time 
spent.   Careful   evaluation   of 

I  one's  self  and  interests  could 
eliminate    these    problems. 

,  Some  seniors  are  still  unsure  of 
their  career  paths,  while  others 


know  exactly  what  they  want  to 
do. 

For  seniors  who  are  still  un- 
sure of  their  career  plans,  col- 
lege seems  to  be  the  best 
choice  if  they  want  to  further 
their  education.  In  college,  stu- 
dents are  usually  given  two 
years  to  decide  upon  their  ma- 
jor. During  this  time,  one  may 
double  major  to  find  what 
strikes  his  interests.  A  degree 
in  biology  or  chemistry  can  stu- 
dents who  plan  to  enter  medical 
school.  Students  who  plan  to  go 
to  college  have  their  own  ex- 
pectations about  college.  Jen- 
nifer Eroen  expects  to  meet  her 
husband  there.  Other  students 
expect  to  earn  a  valuable  ed- 
ucation while  at  the  same  time 


becoming  more  responsible 
and  socialized. 

Other  students  opt  to  go  to 
the  military.  While  in  the  mil- 
itary, students  earn  money  for 
themselves  or  for  college. 
There  are  many  opportunities 
to  earn  a  trade  in  the  military. 
Skills  involved  with  electronics 
and  emergency  medical  train- 
ing along  with  other  skills  can 
be  obtained.  Some  students 
think  that  serving  in  the  mil- 
itary is  also  a  patriotic  symbol 
representing  their  willingness 
to  give  to  their  country. 

Vocational  school  is  another 
choice  for  seniors.  A  Tech  vo- 
cational certificate  is  a  head 
start.  Vocational  schools  offer 
courses   in   medical   assisting, 


plumbing,  heating  and  air  con- 
ditioning, nursing,  and  others 
which  require  only  two  years 
before  graduating.  Vocational 
schools  provide  students  with 
necessary  skills  to  start  their 
careers.  They  are  different  than 
most  colleges  in  that  vocational 
programs  only  take  about  half 
the  time  to  complete  the  cer- 
tifcate  or  degree. 

Life  after  high  school  and 
planning  for  the  future  is  an 
important  part  of  a  senior's  life. 
Many  decisions  shape  their  fu- 
tures are  made  during  this  time. 
The  decision  making  process 
takes  time,  effort,  an  careful 
evaluation  but  in  the  long  run, 
it's  worth  it.
